Progress in Venice

“T personally feel we made a 
lot of progress in our meeting 
Saturday,” Mrs. Tena Ponce, 
chairman of the negotiating 
committee for American 
Federation of Teachers Venice 
Local 965, said in discussing a 
five-hour ' negotiating session 
held between the striking 
teachers and members of the 
Venice Board of Education 

“We've met before, of course, 
but it seemed as if we really 
hadn't been talking. Saturday, 
we talked to each other; both 
offered counter proposals and 
we are till talking,” the Local 
965 officer said 

Mrs. Ponce said, ‘‘We are to 


meet today and report the 
results of the meeting to Supt 
John O. Pier.’ 

The bargaining Saturday 
lasted from 3 to 8 p.m. 
Discussion followed a similar 
line to the proposals and 
counter-offers reviewed earlier 

She said the board and union 
have agreed not to discuss 
money or percentages until a 
decision is reached. 

‘Ata May 3 meeting, the board 
offered the teachers a $350 lump 
sum raise for the current school 
year and a 3 per cent increase 
for the 1974-75 school year, plus 
an additional 3 per cent for that 
year contingent on referendum

A final determination to give 
the abandoned Central Junior 
High School to Granite City 
Township for construction of a 
new township hall was made by 
the Granite City Board of 
Education last week. 


The board authorized its 
attorney, William Scheoley, to

from the Granite City School 
District’ to Granite City 
Township.”” 

The township is to.call 2 
special meeting to approve the 
agreement before transfer 
papers can be prepared by the 


attorney. 

The decision to grant the 
school and to the 
township was made after B. J. 
Davis, superintendent of 
schools, told the board a-group 
proposing to purchase the 
building had decided not to 
make an offer for the structure. 
Davis recommended an 
agreement with the township. 

‘The proposed agreement calls 
for the township to demolish the 
school building and to construct 
a new township office building 
on the site at 2ist Street and 
Delmar Avenue.

square feet of office space in the 
new building for a period of 
seven years. 

Davis said the offer not only 
would save ‘the district an 
estimated $25,000 to $30,000 to 
demolish the structure, but 
would save $46,200 in rental now 
rei for special education of- 
ices.

Cope with Downstate 
needs—House nominee 


“The needs of downstate 
communities are béing ignored 
by the Illinois legislature,” 
Everett G. Steele, a Republican 
nominee for the state 
legislature, said last week in an 
address before the Kiwanis 
Club of Edwardsville.

Busy year for Madison police 


The Madison Police Depart- 
ment during 1973 handled a total 
of 19,284 radio, telephone and 
log entries, according to the 
department's annual report. 

The report submitted to the 
City Council by Chief of Police 
Frank Dutko listed 348 traffic 
arrests, 186 arrests for other 
than traffic violations and 202 
juvenile detentions 

There were 430 accident 
reports filed, 420 involving 
vehicles and 10 involving 
pedestrians. One fatal accident 
occurred 

Of 65 autos stolen from 
Madison, 50 were recovered 
along with seven autos stolen in 
other cities. 

Twenty-nine persons were 
reported missing, and 24 of 
them were found, the report 
said. 

It was a busy year also for the 
humane division which: an- 
swered 1,045 calls, picked up 916 
animals, 643 dogs, 223 cats and 
51 other animals and returned 
nine. 

A total of 296 juvenile offenses 
were reported, with 202 juvenile 
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detentions. 

During 1973 there was one 
homicide, one forcible rape, 26 
robbery cases, 71 assaults, 173 
non-auto burglaries, 12 
burglaries from autos, 242 
thefts and 54 auto thefts, for a 
total of 589 cases. Recent year 
end totals were 1970-728, 1971- 
509, and 1972-521 

The report said 11 police 
officers are attending the 
Belleville Area College on their 
own time and three officers, 
Sgt. William Papa, Officer 
Thomas Voloski and Officer 
Donald Bridick will graduate 
this month with an associate 
degree in law enforcement 

The police department 
continued its sponsorship of 
Explorer Post 10-4 made up of 
35 young men interested in law 
enforcement careers. The 
department and — ‘‘10-4"" 
spearheaded the Madison 
cancer drive raising $1,042. 

Due to establishing three 
police districts within the city 
limits, primarily for improving 
surveillance, a noted decrease 
in burglaries was apparent, 
according to the Chief. 

Dutko said, ‘Despite the 
apparent volume of calls for 
police service, Madison con- 
tinues to be a relatively safe 
community to live in and the 
citizens may rest assured that 
the fine service they have en- 
joyed will continue in the years 
to follow.”” 

“We pledge to continue to 
servé the officials and citizens 
of Madison to the best of our 
ability.” 

Following a review of the 
report, the council com- 
plimented the chief and his 
department for the work being 
done.

Ask schools to 
ban soda, candy 


All school superintendents in 
Illinois have been asked to 
eliminate sale of sweetened 
beverages and confections from 
schools to help prevent tooth 
decay. The request Thursday 
from the state health depart- 
ment’s Division of Dental 
Health is in support of 
American Dental Association 
policies on sale of sugar-rich 
products in schools. 

Dr. Carl Sebelius, chief of the 
division, said researchers have 
definitely identified —con- 
sumption of sugar as a 
causative factor in dental 
cavities. 

“Dental disease is one of the 
most widespread diseases af- 


fecting and infecting people 
today,” he said. “Overall good 
health requires consumption of 
a balanced nutritious diet, and 
too frequently the American 
public, especially the school- 
age child, utilizes sweetened 
beverages and confections as a 
dietary substitute.” 

He said sale of sugar- 
containing drinks and other 
confections in schools, 
especially through dispensing 
machines, encourages between- 
meal consumption of sugar-rich 
products. “It is the between- 
meal use of sugar which is 
believed to be especially 
hazardous to dental health," he 
concluded.

Sasyk to help plan mass transit 


A first step in a program to 
complete mass transit planning 
for the St. Louis metropolitan 
region-is~ being announced by 
Lawrence K,. Roos, chairman 
of the! East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council. 

A. speciah subcommittee of 
Gateway Council directors, 
Roos said, has been formed to 
assist in selection of a con- 
sulting firm to work on regional 
mass transit studies. 

The-committee also will be 
involved in determining the 
scope of work to be performed 
by consultants. 

Roos, retiring supervisor of 
St. Louis County, emphasized 
that the committee will function 
on a “strictly ad hoc basis” to 
help with the beginning of 
studies aimed at meeting the 
region’s long-term mass transit 
needs.. 

When initial work is com- 
pleted, he said, the Gateway 
Council will attempt to broaden 
participation so that “all 
elements of the regional 
community are involved in the 
transit planning process.” 

Purpose of the planning is to 
develop specific means of 


improving mass transit service 
along the most heavily used 
traffic corridors in the region. 

Earlier this year, the 
Gateway Council's board of 
directors approved a 1995 
_regional transportation plan 
identifying those oerridors, and 
directed that studies be un- 
dertaken to find the best means 
of improving service.

Public aid reporting system 


The Illinois Department of 4 
Public Aid has initiated the 
second ‘cycle of a program 
requiring welfare recipients to 
report income on a regular 
basis. 

Income reporting cards were 
mailed during the last week of 
April to 178,000 families and are 
to be returned to the Springfield 
offices of the department by no 
later than May 17. Families not 
returning the form by that date 
will be notified, that their 
assistance will be discontinued 
as of June 1. 

Welfare recipients are 
required by state law to report 
income and changes in cir- 
cumstances affecting their 
eligibility for assistance. The 
income reporting program was 
begun by the department in 
November when notices were 
first sent to welfare families. 

The first cycle of the program 
resulted in cancellation of 4,212 
cases at a savings of 
$1,266,347.95 per month. 

Public Aid Director Joel 
Edelman urged that all 
recipients receiving the income 
reporting form complete the 
cards and return them im- 
mediately in the stamped ad- 
dressed envelope. He em- 
phasized that recipients are not 
to take the cards to local county 
department offices or to district 
offices and that critical time 
could be lost if the cards are not 
sent directly to Springfield. 

Income reporting forms were 
sent to families receiving Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children as well as all persons 
receiving general assistance. in 
Cook County. 

Not included in the mailing, 
Edelman said, are all families 


cases were reviewed 
during the months of March and 
April. Also excluded. were 
general assistance cases in 
Cook . County which now are’ 
under review.

Girls on spor 


Predictions that girls may 
compete on boys’ athletic teams 
here next year were voiced to 
the Granite City Board of 
Education last week by Miss 
Barbara Kerch, director of 
girls’ athletic events, and 
Joseph Fedora, the district’s 
athletic director. 

They warned that under new 
state and Illinois High School 
Association laws and 
regulations, girls will be 
allowed to join boys’ teams for 
non-contact sports, unless the 
district provides girls’ teams in 
the same sports and supplies 
equal facilities and equipment. 

Miss Kerch stated, “We have 
anticipated this since 1967. We 
agreed to move slowly and last 
year dabble in inter 
School activities for girls, 
where appropriate. Since then, 
it’s been like Pandora's Box. All 
Hades has broken loose.” 

She said proof of 
discrimination between boys 
and girls by a school district can 
endanger all federal funding to 
that district, under a new law, 
which will be in full effect by 
1977 

Fedora explained, “The law 
apparently was passed in error.

‘The lawmakers were in a hurry 
and did not know what they 
were voting on. I don’t believe 
there is a public school district 
that can financially meet these 
requirements.” 

Fedora predicted, “It is quite 
possible that girls could com- 
pete on our cross-country team 
next year, unless we have a 
girls’-cross-country team, and I 
seriously doubt there is enough 
interest for that.’” 

He said under the proposed 
law, ‘A boys’ coach must have 
a very good reason for a girl not 
making a team. The district is 
liable for court action.” 

Miss Kerch added, “Frankly, 
it’s going to be six or seven 
years before you have any 
‘women who know how to coach. 
I can not see the school district 
just giving people money they 
‘do not know how to spend. 

“If you got into a situation 
where you had to duplicate 
facilities, you would just wreck 
the school system,’” she 
predicted. 

She told the board she plans to 
propose additional girls’ sports 
activities for next year, costing 
about $2,000 more than this year 
and adding about two new 
sports. The proposal is to be 
made at the board’s next 
meeting May 21, she said. 

In other business, the board 
questioned retaining its policy 
of mandatory retirement at age 
65 because of a cafeteria worker 
who did not wish to retire. 

Members agreed to keep the 
policy, but to allow retired 
workers to apply for substitute 
work. 

The board approved a 
resolution praising John Pier, 
retiring superintendent of the 
Venice schools, for his services 
on the Special Education 
Region I District (Special 
Education) Board. The district 
includes Granite City. Pier was 
one of the charter members of 
that board. 

Due to rising costs of student 
workbooks for spelling, math, 
reading and student 
publications, the board voted to 
increase the maximum the 
district can charge students 
from $4.50 to $5 each. It was

GC council commends police 


Cooperative team work 
among police officers assign 
to Granite City’s thr 
reorganized police divisions is 
credited with a sharp reduction 
in the city’s crime rate over the 
past month and a half, city 
officials reported last week. 

The substantial drop in the 
number of robberies, burglaries 
and auto thefts during April 
prompted the City Council last 
week to instruct Mayor Paul 
Schuler to write a letter to the 
Police Department com- 
mending the department for 
improved efficiency in in- 
vestigative. and patrol 
operations. 

Chief of Police Ron Veizer 
reported to the council that a 
total of 44 burglaries occurring 
during April was a 50 per cent 
drop from the 88 burglaries 
reported during the same 
montha year ago, with 18 of this 
year’s cases solved, compared 
with four solved in April a year 
ago. 

The number of April 
burglaries also was a decline of 
17 below a total of 61 reported in 
March this year, with nine of 
the March burglaries solved, 
compared to three cases solved 
in March 1973. 

Granite City’s _ police 
department was reorganized 
early this year upon recom- 
mendation of the Board of Fire 
and Police Commissioners after 
a study of local police 
operations by the Illinois 
Association of Chiefs of Police. 

The reorganized department 
includes three separate 
divisions—an investigative 
division under Capt. William 
Condis, a patrol division cap- 
tained by Everett Kelly and the 
services division headed by 
Capt Francis McManus. 

In addition, six men have 
been added to the police force 
and the department soon is to 
hire five civilian dispatchers 
which will release even more 
men for patrol and investigative 
work The department now 
totals 48 men, including Chief 
Veizer and Lt Col. George 
Tellor who are the command 
officers of all three divisions. 

Veizer said the ‘‘excellent 
results’ in police work since the 
department was reorganized 
“is due entirely to the fine team 
work and cooperation between 
the men on all three divisions. 
Since we have more men on the 
streets, the results are begin- 
ning to show.” 

The chief's report to city 
officials showed that of 20 
assault cases occurring during 
April, 19 were solved. The 


number of cases was a drop of 
five, or 20 per cent, below the 25 
assault cases occurring in the 
same month a year ago, when 
eight were solved. 

Of “four robbery cases 
reported during April, three 
were solved, compared with six 
cases reported arid none solved 
in April 1973. 

Seventeen auto burglary 
cases were reported last month, 
down from 24 the same month a 
year ago, while 18 auto thefts 
occurred last month, compared 
with 22 in April 1973. 

The number of arrests in 
April also increased sub- 
stantially, the report showed. 
There were 212 traffic arrests 
last month, up from 144 in the 
same month a year ago and up 
19 from March this year. 

There were 112 other arrests 


compared with 76 a year ago, 


for a total of 324 arrests last ~ 


month, up 104 over the 220 a 
year ago. A total of 73 additional 
charges were filed in all cases 
handled in April, compared to 
29 in the previous year. 

On this basis, the’ police 
department filed 397 charges in 
April, compared with 249 in the 
same month in 1973. 

Even the number of traffic 
accidents dropped sharply” last 
month, the report shows. 
Granite City had a total of 122 
accidents including 96 involving 
property damage only and 26 
personal injury accidents ‘in 
which 32 persons were hurt. 

In April a year ago, the city 
had 173 accidents involving 132 
property damage mishaps and 
41 injury accidents in which 55 
persons were hurt. 


20 charges against 3

A few moments later John 
Jackson of the 2600 block of 
Lincoln Avenue said three men 
in an auto drove past a stop sign 
and forced his vehicle off the 
road at Edwards Street and 
Ridgedale Avenue. 

Jackson said the men turned 
the auto around and its oc- 
cupants alighted.

Participants who are not 
admitted already to the 
Graduate School at SIUE will be 
able to register as unclassified 
students on the first day of the 
workshop, but they must bring 
an unofficial transcript with 
them for proof of an un- 
dergraduate degree.
